This was ſtill while he. was With his Maſter: His 
next Expedition was at Mr. Bains's the Pi - 
ker in Whire-Horſe-Yard, where he ſtole a piece o 
Fuſtian of twenty five Yards; which he conceal 
in his Trunk; ſome time after wards being at work 
in the ſame Shop, he came in the Night, took 
up the Barrs, ſtole ſeven Pounds in Money, and 
Goods twice the Value, and left the Shop in Start. 
quo... This Fuſtian was ſeen; by bis Fellow - Pren - 
tice in Jack's Trunk, who told his Maſter; but 
2 hearing of the Complaint, (not lying at Home) 
roke into his Maſter's Houſe and carry'd off the 
Fuſtian undiſcover'd. = this Bains was ac- 
quainted with it: Fack was obliged to reſtore nine 
teen Vards of it back, and ſo that Matter was 
made up.

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44 in robbing Mrs. Cook a Linnen Draper in 
lare-ftreet, on February the fifth laſt. Thomas was 
taken; he impeach'd his Brother Jobn and Eage- 
worth Beſs, not only for this Fa, but likewiſe as 
aſſiſting in breaking Philips's Houſe in Drary-Lane. 
| Fohn was taken by a Wile of Hell and Fary's, who 
invited him to play at Skeitels at the Seven Dials 
but he brought. Price the Conſtable, who-carry'd 
him to St; Ge“ Ronnd-Houſe to play by himſelf, 
But he difappointed' every body that time; for ma- 
king his Eſcape thro” the Cieling, he got over the Wall 
of the Church-yard, and ſlipt among the Mob that 
were alarm'd by the Keeper, and went ſecurely a- 
bout his Buſineſs.

On the 1gth of May laſt, Sheppard and Benſon 
pickt a Gentleman's Pocket of his Watch; Benſox 
Was the' Artiſt, but the Gentleman ſoon diſcover'd 
his Loſs, and Sheppard was purſu'd and taken, 
but Benſon got clear at that time. Sheppard was 
carry'd to St. Anne's Rowed-Houſe, where he was 
viſited by Edgeworth+Beſs, who was immediately 
order'd to keep him Company.

Hie was remov'd from the Condema'd Hold to 
the Caſtle, as a Place more ſecure, becauſe they had 
found at two ſeveral times, Implements to facili- 
tate his Eſcape, tho? he wou'd never diſcover who 
procut'd him thoſe Inſtruments. He clear'd Page 
of being aſſiſtant in any of his Robheries. But he 
declar'd he wou'd never forgive Field, for having 
ſo little Honour as to ſteal the Goods from their 
Warehouſe at Veſtminſter. 6 WRT 
The Head Keepers diſcover'd that he had loofen'd

Firſt, he clear'd 
his Manacles, and twiſted off a Link of the Chain 
between his Legs. The Fetlocks he drew up to 
his Calves, wrap'd his Stockings round 'em to pre- 
vent their rattling, and with his Garters ty'd about 
his Waſte, fix'd 'em there. Then he wrench'd out 
'a Bar of the Grate, and with that broke a Hole in

Years before, he got off the Nut of the Lock, and ſo 


into the Entry that leads to the Cappel. But the 


Chappel Door was the moſt difficult, becauſe he 
was torc'd to break away the Wall that held the 
Bolt on the other Side. Being in the C Happel, he 
forc'd one of the Iron Spikes out, aud got over 
with ſome D fficulty. But the worſt of all was the 
Door between the Chappel and the Leads, by reaſon 
of its Strength, and the Darkneſs of the Night; for' 
Day had left him: but in half an Hour he forc'd 
that; and after, a more difficult one than that, by 
removing the Fillet of the Door. Then he got up- 
on the Lower Leads, and ſo to the higher. But 
when there, the Difficulty was to get down, ſo he 
return'd the fame Way he came to fetch a Blan-, 
ket, which he fix'd in the Wall of Neugate, and 
dropt upon the Txrzer's Leads, the Door of which 
was open: and after ſome Stay in the Garret, be- 
cauſe there was Company up two pair of Stairs in 
the Turner's Houſe, he went down, aud ſo got 
out of the Street Door, and by two in the Morn- 
ing got to Tegenbam - Court, and took Shelter in 
an old Cow-Houſe, where he _ for three Hours, 
and remain'd the next Day till Night : then heven- 
tur'd out (being almoſt ſtarv'd) and bought him 
ſome Bread and Cheeſe, and ſmall Beer, and re- 
turn'd to the ſame Lodging. The ſame he did the 
next Day, being 2 The Man that own'd 
the Tenement came on Sunday, aud ask'd him who 
he was? Sheppard told him he was a poor Fellow 
that had made his Eſcape from Brideweil, being 
ſent there for want of Security for a Baſtard Child. 
The Man' pity'd him, as being formerly his own 
Caſe, but yet told him he did not care how ſoon

A poor Man coming by immediately after, he told 
the ſame Story to him, and offer'd him twenty
